To some, this may not seem a very .ser­ 
ious complaint, particularly with a body that 
has performed as well as the Lincoln School 
Board. 
But this is the same complaint that is 
heard freq uently about the Lincoln City Coun­ 
cil and other official 
board.s which 
manage 
the affairs of the city. It seems to be 
sympto­ 
matic of a defective line of communication 
between many Lincoln residents and their 
gov erning bodies. This in turn contributes to 
n lack of confidence, or at least an absence 
trf kinship, by a great many people in their 
local officials. 
Even if the officials do the best job in 
the world, this relationship leaves something 
to be desired in a local government.

So the complaint of the PTA—repre­ 
senting, as it does, parents of all social 
and economic lev els from all parts of (he 
city —is not to be ignored or token lightly . 
•

The Lincoln Board of Education tradition­ 
ally has been made up of persons vitally con­ 
cerned with education. 
Over the years the 
board has done a magnificent 
job of provid­ 
ing Lincoln with a top-notch school system. 
In some respects, particularly in its compre­ 
hensive annual reports, its formal communi­ 
cations have been ex cellent. 


For all this, past and present board mem­ 
bers rate the highest praise. 
But it is not hard to see that many men 
and women in Lincoln would be reluctant to 
discuss their school problems personally with 
members of the board. This probably is not 
due so much to their places of residence as 
to the social and economic barriers that they 
might feel exists between them and the board 
members. 
It is understandable, too, that many moth­ 
ers would be more comfortable relating their 
opinions to a woman member of the board,

Any remedy of the situation can best 
come from a recognition and an appreciation 
of the situation by members of these bodies 
and other community leaders.

Marvin Stromer is sponsoring a 
bill to this effect. 
At this point, the defects in ward repre­ 
sentation appear greater than any value it 
might have. This system sometimes pits one 
district against another, encourages an Lll- 
scratch - your - back - if - you’ll - scratch -mine ap­ 
proach to policy making, and increases the 
possibility of unq ualified candidates be i n g 
elected.

Hie news dispatch tells of a railroad pro­ 
posal to reduce freight rates on wheat shipped 
from Kansas City to Buffalo, N.Y. The rate 
cuts are being protested by the Midwest flouj- 
milling industry. 
The other story notes an Interstate Com­ 
merce 
Commission 
approval 
for 
reduced 
freight rates for shipping Nebraska grain to 
the feedlots of Colorado. This rate cut had 
been fought by Nebraska grain interests. 
The commentary comes from Columnist 
Ralph McGill of Atlanta. Ga., as he analyzes 
me expansion of the agricultural economy in 
the South. This leading authority on the South 
reports: 
“Reduction of discriminatory rates in 
grain have opened the door to those alert 
Southerners who may now move rapidly and 
profitably into the poultry, egg and livestock 
production.”

What these isolated reports add up to 
Is the fact that the produce of Midwest­ 
ern soil is going more and more to en­ 


rich the miller in Buffalo, the cattle feed­ 
er in Colorado and the poultryman In 
G eorgia-at the same time the Midwest­ 
ern farmer is receiving less and less for 
his output.

A reality of modern agriculture is that 
the economic activity and returns are de­ 
clining in the crop production end of the busi­ 
ness and increasing in the processing func­ 
tions. And if Nebraska and the .Midwest are 
to be left largely with the crop production 
operation, and denied much of the processing 
enterprises, the region is doomed to fall on 
bad times. 
This prospect seemingly is favored by 
powerful forces in transportation, industrial 
and political circles. If this were not the case 
why wouldn’t freight rates be reduced on flour 
milled in the Midwest as well as on wheat, 
and on meat packed in the Midwest as weli 
as on feed grain?

This should be a matter of urgent con­ 
cern for all agricultural, business and po­ 
litical leaders of .Nebraska and the .Mid­ 
west. For in this age an economy based 
more and more on the output of raw ma­ 
terials and less and less on the proces­ 
sing of finished products can only decline.

went to Dallas where the plan was to

Miss Swank say s. “For a y ear he cut 
q uite a gray-flannel figure among right-wing 
groups, working for an ad 
agency and at other jobs. He 
was still going strong right 
up to the day John F. Ken­ 
nedy was shot. Schmidt had 
prepared for the K e n n e d y 
visit with a full-page ad to 
run in t he Dallas Morning 
News. You may remember 
that 
black-bordered

come’ with its hints that the 
President of the U n i t e d 
States was soft on commu-

nism.” 
The ad was signed by Bernard Weiss- 
man, which Schmidt explained as follows: 
“By having Bernie sign it instead of myself 
we launched him in Dallas politics.” He add­ 
ed that he hoped that Weissman’s n a m o 
would provoke anti-Semitic attacks which he 
could use to prove that the Right has no 
monopoly on bigotry. • * • 
Schmidt gained public recognition in 1963 
when he led 14 student pickets to protest a 
speech by U..N. Ambassador Adlai E. Stev en­ 
son. Schmidt’s group behav ed well, but some 
pickets spat on Stev enson and one struck 
him. Schmidt was furious ov er press cov er­ 
age and put out a statement which drew a 
deluge of angry phone calls and threats.

When Schmidt heard the news of the as­ 
sassination of President Kennedy, he told Miss 
Swank, “I said a silent prayer, that it wasn’t 
true or would not be serious. I had a pre­ 
monition that this was the end of CUSA.” 
.Miss Swank says it was. She ends her 
story with this q uote from Schmidt, “If I had 
two good men and a little capital, even a 
few thousand dollars . . . ”

Washington — The significance of Presi­ 
dent Johnson’s message to Congress on fed­ 
eral aid to education may not be apparent 
immediately, but it represents a most rad­ 
ical change in the financing of public educa­ 
tion in America. 
All the money spent by 
the states for public schools 
^ 
n 1962 amounted to $18 .1 bil- | 
lion, more than three times 
what was spent 12 years be­ 
fore. The f e d e r a l govern­ 
ment, which spent $4.5 billion 
in 1964, now is planning to 
spend $6.3 billion in 1965 and 
W.6 biUion in 1966. This could 
mean that the federal govern­ 
ment will eventually t a k e 
_ 
over a larger and larger part of the educa 
tional burden, and that many states then will 
feel free to put their tax money into other 
projects.

Priva te Scho o l Aid 
Although Johnson’s message doesn’t spell 
it out, the plan he proposes represents anoth­ 
er important departure from existing prac­ 
tice. For the first time, federal money is go­ 
ing to be made available to help meet some 
part of the heavy financial burden on the 
Catholic Church and other denominations 
which maintain private schools.

J olmsoD’s program goes bey ond t h at 
whM had been proposed by the late Presi- 
t e l KeMMdy , who, It was 
said, hed- 


tated, because he was a Catholic, to go as 
far toward aiding parochial schools as many 
of his co-religionists felt he should hav e done. 
J ohnson is recommending, first of all, legis­ 
lation to authorize federal grants to states to 
assist in the purchase of books for school li­ 
braries and for student use “ to be made 
av ailable to children in public and priv ate 
non-profit elementary schools.”

But there is also a broad hint that a dif­ 
ferentiation between students attending relig- 
lous and non-religious schools will disappear 
in what are known as “supplementary cen- 
ters,” where special courses will be taught 
and instruction in certain subjects will be 
given “during the summer for economically 
and culturally deprived children.” There is a 
reference also to special assistance after reg­ 
ular school hours. 
The P résidât says in his message that 
almost a million young people will continue 
to q uit school each year—if our schools fail 
to stimulate their desire to learn.”

Eq mtlizing the Difference 
It is not clear how the individual child 
can be given enough ambition to want to keep 
on attending schools. Nor is it explained how 
the improvement in the schools alone wiU in­ 
fluence the parente to keep their chUdren in 
attendance. 
The message would seem to raise the 
question as to whether direct assistance to 
the low-income families themselv es might do 


more to increase school attendance 
t h a n 
merely 
improving the schools.

The section of the President’s message 
which states that pay ments will be made to 
school districts with low-income families spe­ 
cifies that this will be done with the under­ 
standing that “ federal funds wiU not be used 
to reduce state and local fiscal efforts.”

Congress is going to be under plenty of 
pressure, from both those who want to see 
students from parochial schools aided 
s t i l l 
more and from those who do not want any 
federal money spent for this purpose. But 
President Johnson has attained one of his ob­ 
jectives. He has (^awn attention to the need 
for better educational facilities in America 
though he has not pinpointed the alleged ne­ 
glect of education in the states, except in 
vague references to the amount of money 
spent in low-income areas of states. 
Theoretically, if Johnson’s philosophy is 
t^ e n literally, it would mean that the feder­ 
al government now has assumed the function 
of eq ualizing the effects of the difference in 
income as between rich and poor individuals 
and as between rich and poor states.

Prop­ 
er care shou ld be on a regu ­ 
lar rou tine basis similar to 
the care y ou giv e y ou r car­ 
pet.

By TERRY ANDERSON 
The butterfly corps on the 
University of Nebraska swim­ 
ming team has been greatly 
enhanced this y ear with the 
addition of sophomore J on 
Burchill, 
BurcluII. a Canadian from 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, comes 
to the Husker encampment 
via the University of Indiana 
swimming team 
where he 
swam as a freshman before 
enrolling at Nebraska. 
Husker coach Dick Klaas, 
who recruited J on while at 
Indiana working on his doc­ 
torate, labels him as “ one of 
the most promising butterfly 
men Nebraska has ever had.” 
“ He is one of the hardest 
working boy s on the squad 
in output and desire,” Klaas 
say s, “ and has broken th e 
varsity record every time out 
this y ear in the 200-y ard but­ 
terfly .” 
“ His biggest asset,” Klaas 
continues, “ is his endurance, 
both phy sical and respira­ 
tory .” 
Burchill, in his last outing, 
lowered the varsity record to 
2:11.2 in a double dual meet. 
This is all very good con­ 
sidering Burchill didn’t began 
concentrating on the butterfly 
until he got to Indiana. In 


high school, swimming on a 
local YMCA team, he swam 
distance freesty le — the 1500 
and the 400. 
A f t e r working with the 
freshman squad as a trans­ 
fer student last y ear, he spent 
the summer doing nothing but 
living, eating, t h i n k i n g and 
swimming, working in T o r - 
onto for the Canadian Oly m­ 
pic swimming trials. 
“ We swam all summer,” he 
said, “ working hard for two 
months and then tapering off 
that last month for the Ca­ 
nadian trials in Vancouver 
B.C. 
“ We worked hard for two 
hours in the morning and 
then again at night and ran 
about five miles in the after­ 
noon to build up our endur­ 
ance,” 
he 
said describing 
their training program. 
He just barely missed qual­ 
ify ing for the trials swimming 
fifth in the 200-meter fly . 
During 
swimming 
season 
here he follows the regular 
workout schedule now, 
al­ 
though at the beginning of 
the y ear he went to the Col­ 
iseum pool each morning and 
lifted weights and worked out 
on the pulley s. He dropped 
that phase of his program be­ 
fore Christmas. Now he tries 


to peak every week to keep 
in shape. 
A quiet, confident swimmer, 
Burchill feels that he c a n 
break the conference record 
this y ear. 
“ But th e only trouble,” 
Burchill maintains, “ is that 
there are one or two others 
in the conference that can 
do the same thing. For in­ 
stance this Nichols from OU 
is going faster than 
I am 
right now.” 
A seven plus student in 
Business College, B u r c h i l l 
holds both an athletic grant- 
in-aid and an academic schol­ 
arship. After graduation he 
hopes to go to Harvard grad­ 
uate school working in th e 
area of finance.

The an n oun cemen t earlier tfils week that the Ne­ 
braska men ’s state golf tourn amen t has been placed 
wi a restrictive basis casts a light of man y spectrums 
on the an n ual even t. 


There is n o d oubt the plan by which the low 52 or 
to golfers will qualify for the 72-hole tourn amen t proper 
has been greeted by mixed emotion s. An d the reaction 
is easy to categorize. An y golfer who n ormally shoots 
in the 70s probably welcomes it. The 80-shooters an d 
above d on 't like it. 


The reason s for the move are obvious. Members of 
the spon sorin g Nebraska 
PGA section 
are tn in g to 
avoid a possible crush of en tran ts which would slow up 
play to the poin t where it would be un bearable. This is 
a laud ible motive. 
It also is a n ot-very-well-kept secret that the board 
of the Lin coln Coun try Club, site of the 1965 meet, n ever 
W'ould agree to en tertain 
a tourn amen t 
in which the 
field was un limited . 
Not So Selfish 
Here again the thin kin g of LCC members is shin ­ 
in g clear. They simply d on ’t wan t to be kept off their 
course for a week. A limited field which gets out of the 
way in the morn in g will let them play in the after­ 
n oon . 


Before much abuse is heaped upon LCC for this n ar­ 
row attitud e, there are some thin gs to con sid er. For 
example, there has been In the past (an d presen t) a n ot­ 
able absen ce of bid s 
from public courses aroun d the 
state to host the tourn ey. They d on ’t wan t to lose the 
reven oe from open play which the week-lon g state tour- 
Bamen t would cost them. 


Who, then , can blame coun try club members, who 
pay d early for the privilege of belon gin g to their club, 
for n ot wan tin g to give up their aftern oon s of golf? It’s 
a selfish attitud e, perhaps, but it’s a selfish world . 
Than ks Are Due 
To have a state golf tourn amen t you have to have a 
place to play it. An d it should be a champion ship course. 
This LCC, an d most of the coun try clubs in the Lin coln - 
Omaha area, can provid e. 
It would be n ice if these 
courses could be mad e available with n o strin gs attached , 
but in truth the clubs are d ue a vote of than ks for mak­ 
in g them available at all. 


Un d er the plan n ow established , every golfer in the 
state at least has a chan ce to qualify for the tourn amen t 
proper. This is far better than on e suggestion to “ in vite” 
the competitors on the basis of their han d icaps. 


It would be n ice to let everybod y play the full 72 
holes, although this is seld om d on e in an y state cham­ 
pion ship meet. The state tourn amen t perhaps .should be­ 
lon g to everybod y. But on e obvious ad van tage to the re­ 
striction is that play wd ll be much faster an d much more 
pleasan t for the golfers who d o make it. 
But Not En oii<rli 
There will be, however, some subtle repercussion s. 
Not every con ten d er worthy of a spot in the tourn amen t 
will make it. An y amateur, n o m atter how competen t, 
is goipg to have a bad d ay, an d an 18-hole qualifyin g 
test is n ot en ough for a tourn amen t as importan t as Ihis, 


An d while It is possible to d efen d a red uction in the 
startin g field , it is virtually impossible to d efen d cuttin g 
it to 52. 'That’s too low. 


The same goals—speed in g the play an d freein g the 
course for members—could be achieved by lettin g 70 or 
75 or even 100 golfers play in the tourn amen t proper. 
An d there are several, in clud in g some of the pros w’ho 
con sen ted to the presen t plan , w’ho agree with this. 
The fin al figure un d oubted ly is bein g left with the 
Lin coln Coun try Club. But plen ty of time remain s before 
July, an d it would n ’t be a bad id ea for LCC to raise its 
sights just a little.

Former State Tax Commis­ 
sioner Fred Herrington ha s 
been hired by the state for 
126,400 to prepare a compre­ 
hensive manual on assessment 
of tangible 
and intangible 
property . 
The contract with Herring­ 
ton was announced by State 
Tax Commissioner Ge o r g e 
Dworak. 
TTie instrument was signed 
Jan. 11 following a period of 
negotiation. 
The 1163 Legislature gave 
the tax commissioner’s office 
$35,000, as requested, to fi- 
uanee the manual. Two cop­ 
ies of the finished product 
will go to each county . 
Dworak estimated printing 
costs over and above the 
amount paid Herrington, now 
in private business, would in­ 
crease the entire package to 
around $32,00 
*A Bargain’ 
For what the state will get, 
Dworak said, “that’s a bar­ 
gain.” 
Dworak asserted Herrington 
is the best man in Nebraska 
to work 
the detailed man­ 
ual, considering his specialized 
background and earlier expe­ 
rience personally assessing 
real estate in more than a 
quarter of Nebrasua’s 93 coun­ 
ties. 
The contract document calls 
for the manuals to be ready 
for distribution around July 1. 
Gov. Morrison has approved 
the contract, according to the 
tax commissioner. 
“We’ve needed this for some 
time,” Dworak said. 
His view contradicts the po­ 
sition of former state tax com­ 
missioner Forrest A. Johnson. 
Money Returned 
Johnson had asked for the 
appropriation originally b u t 
never spent it. The 1965-67 
budget proposal he gave Gov. 
Morrison before his resigna­ 
tion last y ear had the $35,- 
000 being returned to the gen­ 
eral fund or carried as an un­ 
expended departmental bal­ 
ance. 
D w o r a k said the manual 
should make possible y et an­ 
other and major step toward 
equalizing 
property 
values 
across the state. 
It may be, he said, that the 
manual might be adopted as 
a tax commissioner rule and 
regulation, thus giving it the 
force and effect of law. 
Such a step would compel 
greater uniformity in local lev 
el assessing. 
Herrington had been em­ 
ploy ed by the State Board of 
£ k)ualization during the latter 
months of 1964 to work with 
commercial reappraisal com­ 
panies toward achieving uni­ 
formity of valuation practices. 
This mission, Dworak said, 
had been very successful.
